Hi all, 


I have just spent a very pleasant holiday week or two restoring the enormous 
HP 524B counter. Mine has a defence dept label dated 1959 making it 48 
years old. Even though it's huge and heavy, the technology is mostly pretty 
basic and easy to fix. 


Mine was very dirty and dusty when it arrived. I pulled the tubes and 
crystal oven and gave it the Tektronix hot water wash treatment followed by 
a bake in the Aussie summer sun. I had hoped that I could get away without 
taking out the meters but after the wash they showed signs of water 
penertation so they had to come out as well. 


There are a handful of black beauty caps in the 524B as well as some bathtub 
caps in places where leakage cannot be tolerated. Out they all came and were 
replaced with modern caps. The bathtubs were rebuilt by a fellow listmember 
(thanks Brian)! From experience I knew that the decade counter modules 
suffer from drifty 47K resistors and this one was no exception. Out they all 
came and were replaced with moden metal films. I also fitted a thermal fuse 
into the crystal oven to back up the 48 year old thermostat, and an IEC 
power connector as Aussie power plugs don't pass through the hole in the 
cabinet, otherwise making it a very bulky captive. 


I cleaned all the tubes and tested most of them. There were 7 or 8 duds 
among the 88, mainly in the power supply. The extensive tube testing 
revealed a fault in my AVO tube tester so some time out ensued to fix THAT 


one :-) 


Finally it was time to switch it all on. It came up OK without any disasters 
but unfortunately wouldn't gate at all! It didn't take long to discover that 
the fault was in one of the few unique components - the delay line that lets 
the reset process complete itself before the signal gate opens. This was not 
a pleasant discovery but I managed to work around it by installing a junker 
delay line I had been keeping for 30 years. It's really important to be a 
hoarder in this game :-) The replacement line has only 1/3 the delay time of 
the original but some component fiddling got it to work OK. It's amazing how 
many parts of the circuit are interdependent on each other. The resistors in 
the unit are mostly carbon comps and there were pretty well all in spec with 
only a couple of higher value ones that had gone high. 


I aligned it according to the manual but most of the adjustments hadn't 
drifted much. The counter goes to 11.3 MHz which is in excess of the 10.1 
MHz spec. The 10 MHz internal standard measured only 20 Hz off on a modern 
GPS referenced counter. That's 0.0002% - not bad for 48 years! 


It's going into a rack as soon as I can get some help to do it. These old 
boatanchor counters are pretty primitive by today's standards, but they are 
an important part of history and I think it's important to keep one or two 
going. Once winter comes I'm going to observe the "std freq out" waveforms 
using the Tek 555 scoposaurus. There will be about 200 tubes heating the 
shack when that happens :-)

Interestingly, there are indeed many color wheel large screen 
rear-projection TV sets (and computer projectors) currently on the market. 
The Texas Instruments DLP projector technology uses a white light source 
shining through a rotating color wheel and then bouncing off a micromirror 


array chip. During each frame time you get sequential RGB, rather than one 
color per frame as the old CBS system. There are some expensive DLP 
projectors which use 3 micromirror arrays and no color wheel, but most 
consumer products have a rotating color wheel.

Tested them in my tube tester (TV-7) as 6CB6, All of the Fetrons 
showed high transconductance, testing as if they were new 6CB6 tubes 
or better. All of them also showed some "leakage" between the 
filament pins and the cathode pin when tested as a 6CB6. If the 6AU6 
tests this way, I'll bet your metal 6AU6 is a Fetron.
